Ext in general , is,, the Adminiſtrati- 


on and Exerciſe of that Power and Autho- 
rity which the Superiour hath over the In- 
_ feriour; which, at the very inſtant of the Creation of 
the world, took beginning; For the very firſt Crea- 
tures which God made, being inferiour to him both in 
Glory and Power, became ſubject unto his Guidance, 
' -Rule, and Government, And God, who isa God of b 
Peace and Unity, to the end to eſtabliſh and preſerve 
peace. and unity amongſt his Creatures of different 
Kinds and Natures, did by his Providence and Wi- 
domcreateall their kinds in ſeveral Degrees of Superi- 
ority and Subordination, that as one kind did natural- 
lyexerciſe a Ryle, ſo the other might as naturally yield 
Submiſſion and Obedience. Sothat Government, being 
a word of Relation, neceſlarily requires a Correlatum, 
which is SubjeCtion, the one not exiſting without the 
other. And therefore as Governmentis anundeniable 
Inſtitution of God (as in the Series of the whole Uni- 
verſe.is moſt evident and clear, every Creature having a 
certain Rule Dominion, and Dependancy one of 
anoher) ſo Subjeftion or Obedience, being its neceſla- 
ry Correlate, is as undeniably requifite and neceflary.

But this Wiſdom and Providence of God in the con- 
{tirution of Degrees of Superiority and Subordination 
amonglt the particulars of the immediate ſpecies of the 
Univerſe, is moſt manifeſt and perſpicuous in the 
ſpecies of the Rational Creatures. For God, inthe very 
firſt beginning of the world inveſted Adazr, Gez. 1. 26. 
not onely with the Rule and Dominion over all the 
other Creatures of the world, but likewiſe with a Mo- 
narchical Supremacy; not onely Oecononucal over the 
one created family in Paradiſe, but Political over a Soci- 
ety conſiſting of many families, which were todeſcend of 
Adam. For the fame Law which commanded obedi- 
ence to Parents did oblige all Adams poſterity to the per- 
formance- of this Monarchical obedience to Adam. 
Now although this Government be (tyl'd moſt common- 
ly Paternal, b&cauſe all Adams Subjets could derive 
thSr Pedigree from the blood Royal ; Yet is it the-ve- 
ry ſame with that we term Regal. Therefore the Holy 
Ghoſt, to demonſtrate unto us that the name did not 
create any real difference between this Paternal and: 
Regal' Government, did afterwards in the Penning of
